In their first public report on their 
nine-day visit to Israel the British 
Parliamentary Delegation stressed the 
extreme friendliness shown to them 
and to Britain by the Israelis, includ- 
ing the Government as well as the 
Opposition parties. 

Speaking at a press conference at the 
Anglo-Israe! Association, presided over 
by Sir Wyndham Deedes, yesterday, Mr. 


W. Gilenvil Hall. M.P.. Chairman of 
the Parliamentary Labour Pariy and 
leader of the de-egation, said that the 


friendly feelings towards Britain might 
have come as a surprise, considering the 
recem years of strained relations between 
this country and the Yishuv. 


Determination to Succeed 


Mr. Hall, as well as other members of 
the delegation, emphasised Israci's deter- 
mination to succeed despite the mounting 
difficulties. 

The industrial development of the 
country and the scheme to irrigate the 
Negev by an underground pumping 
sation operated by remote contro? con- 
irasted with the sad sight of the Harta 
refineries crippled by the Arab blockade. 
the M.P.s said. 

The delegation expressed the hope 
that peace would ultimaiely be achieved. 
if a settlement were finally brought 
about, they said. the present frontiers. 
especially in the Jerusalem area, would 
have to be adjusted to make more sense 
economically and in all other respects. 

The delegates emphasised the need for 
more knowledge im this couniry of what 
was gome on im Israel.

PERSONS 


Documents Transferred to Allied 
High Commission

FRANKFORT 


The work of the International Tracing 
Service, the agency set up to establish the 
fate of the hundreds of thousands of 
persons missing after the war, particu- 
larly those who disappeared in Nazi 
concentration camps, will, in future, be 
performed by the Allied High Commis- 
son m Germany. 

During the three years of its existence 
under I.R.O. control, the agency was 
able to ascertain the fate of some 27,000 
missing persons and to find inconclusive 
evidence about the fate of another 19.000. 
The agency's card index of more than 
10,000,000 names will, together with other 
documents, be turned over to the High 
Commission to serve as a permanent 
information centre.

It is not yet certain whether the U.N. 
Security Council will meet to discuss the 
counter-charges lodged by Syria and 
Israel over the recent border incidents 
It is the hope of Council delegates thai 
the dispute can be settled m the Mixed 
Armistice Commission 

The Israelis complained that Syria had 
violated the armistice agreement by firing 
on civilian workers in the demiliarised 
zone and sending armed forces into that 
area: and by the action of Syrian armed 
forces in opening fire on Israel police- 
men. killing seven and wounding three. 

Syria delivered two protests to the 
Security Council requesting the Council 
to meet at an early date to deal with the 
“serious developments in the demuili- 
tarised zone. 


Restraint Urged 


Meanwhile. efforts to localise the clash 
have been made by Britain, France. and 
the United States. which have asked the 
Synan and Israeli Governments to use 
restraint. In Washington conversations 
on the incident have taken place between 
the U.S. State Departrhent and represenia- 
urves of the British and French Embassies. 
These discussions, cables our Washington 
correspondent. were held in accordance 
with the declaration of last May. under 
which the Governments of the ‘three 
countries agreed to consul if they found 
that Israel or any of the Arab States 


preparing to violate frontiers 
armistice iines. 
Farlier, Mr. George McGhee. U.S. 


Assistant Secretary of State for Near East 
and African Affairs, had summoned the 
Syrian and Israeli envoys and urged both 
countries to cease military action and to 
act in accordance with the findings of the 
Unned Nations. He protested vigorously 
against the bombing of Syrian positions 
and. while expressing regret over the 
shooting of Israeli policemen, said that 
the U.S. felt that this in no way justified 
the retaliatory bombing by the Israeli Air 
Force. He urged the Syrians to ensure 
that there would be no further recourse 
to violence by Syrian forces. 

The Israeli Ambassador. Mr. Eban. 
later issued a. statement in which he said 
that Mr. McGhee's “ scolding of Israel 
would “ gravely prejudice ™ the efforts of 
the U.N. to settle the border dispute.

An Israeli military spokesman on 
Thursday categorically denied reports 
from Damascus. that two Israeli 
‘planes had been engaged by.

[The same counsel was 
given to the Israeli and Syrian Ministers 
when they visited the Foreign Office 
ths week.|] When the messages were 
delivered by the respective envoys, Israel!

The warning was dis- 
cussed by the Foreign Aflairs and 
Security Committee of the Koesset on 
Tuesday. when the Prime Minister, Mr. 
Ben-Gurion, was present. Subsequently.

Three Hungarian Jewish leaders— 
Dr. David Moskovitz, Rabbi of Mis- 
kolc, Rabbi Arnold Kraus, of Sopron, 
and Mr. Desider Lorand, a leader of 
the Union of Hungarian Jews——have 
been arrested by the political police, 
according to reports received here 
from Budapest. 

They were detained, the reports state, 
after they had indicated their dissatisiac- 
tion with the pro-Communist policy of 
New Lire. the only Jewish paper pub- 
lished in. Hungary, and made efforts to 
organise a boycott of the publication. 

The President of the Union, Mr. L. 
Sréckler, said later that even if Jews can- 
celled their subscriptions, the paper would 
still be published, if necessary with the 
aid of communal funds. Its policy would 
remam unchanged. 


SPECIAL IDENTITY CARDS 
FOR IRAQI JEWS

Fewer than 1.400 of the 15,000 Iraqi 
Jews who have not registered for emigra- 
tion to Israel have so far been granted 
special identity cards permitting them to 
resume work.

30th Anniversary 
Celebrated

The 30th anniversary of the Federa- 
tion of Jewish Relief Organisations 
was celebrated at a dinner and ball 
held at the Grosvenor House, London, 
W.. on Thursday of last week. Mrs. 
Shoshana Persitz, M.B.E.. Member of 
the Knesset and honorary representa- 
tive of the F.J.R.O. in Israel, was the 
guest of honour, and the Chief Rabbi, 


who is the President of the Federation, 
was in the charr. Ps 

Messages, read by Mr. J. Leftwich, 
Director of the F.J.R.O.. included those 
sent by President Weizmann, Chief Rabbi 
1. Herzog, Rabbi I. M. Levin, Israeli 
Minister for Social Welfare, Professor S. 
Brodetsky, and Mr. and Mrs. E. Elath. 
The Christadelphians sent a cheque for 
£500 as a token of their interest in the 
work of the Federation. 

Proposing the toast.of the Federation, 
coupled with the name of the chairman. 
Dr. J. M. Machover. Rabbi Brodie said 
that the 30 years of its activities reflected 
a long succession of calamitics pogroms, 
famines, a persecutions, which had 
befallen the Jewish people in Eastern 
and Central Europe and now in _ the 
Moslem countries. Although the efforts 
of the F.J.R.O. reflected well upon the 
generosity of Anglo-Jewry, he said, there

were still many who found excuses not 
to contribute to the rehabilitation of the 
destitute immigrants now arriving in the 
land of their fathers. 

Dr. Machover outlined the history of 
the FJ.R.O. and stressed the friendly 
attitude of the British Government and 
authorities, without which, he said. action 
to aid and rescue many of the victims 
of oppression would not have been pos- 
sible. He also paid tribute to the non- 
Jews, including Viscount Cecil of 
Chelwood, the late Mr. George ee 
and Lord Strabolgi, who had generously 
iven their services to assist the Federation 
in its humanitarian work 


The toast. of the guests was proposed 
by Lord Strabolgi. 

The Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, President of 
the Board of Deputies, responding, said 
that the Federation had given a new 
connotation to the old Jewish saying 
“charity saves from death.’ kt had 
rescued from destruction many of those 
whose lives depended upon aid from 
Jewry in the more happy countries 

Mrs. Persitz described the efforts in 
Isracl to rehabilitate the destitute imm- 
grants, and appealed to the Anglo- 
Jewish community to sirengthen the 
Federation in its work. 


Mrs. Persitz stressed that the food and 
clothing campaign now being conducted 
by the F.J.R.O. was in no way in com- 

tition with the J.P.A.. which remained 
the paramoum fund for constructive aid 
to Israel 

Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P., also spoke. 


ANGLO-ISRAELI CLUB 
CRISIS 


Hon. Officers Resign 


A crisis has developed in the affairs 
of the Anglo-Israeli (formerly Anglo- 
Palestine) Club, -of Great Windmill 
Street. London, W.. and members who 
attend the annual mecting next Sunday 
will find themselves faced with the 
resignation of the Executive Honorary 
Officers and some of the Commiuttce. 

Those. who have resigned (and who 
have issued a statement explaining ther 
action) are Mr. Barnett Janner, M-P., 
Chairman: Mr, C. Q. Henriques,  Vice- 
Chairman and Vice-President; the Rev. 
A. S. Super, Vice-Chairman: Messrs. M. 
Silverston and H. Petrie, Treasurers: Mr. 
Louis Nissen, Hon. Secretary; Miss 
Rosalie Gassman, Assistant Hon. Sccre- 
tary; and Mr. M. Arram, Hon. Solicitor. 
It is understood that Mr. James A. de 
Rothschild, the President, ahd Mr. 1. 
M. Sieff, a Vice-President, are also relin- 
quishing office. 

The statement reads as follows: 

“ The Anglo-Isracli Club has been doing 
good work for the last 30 years and has 
not only given much to its many mem- 
bers but also to the community in 


general. 
Decreasing Revenue 


“ Recently, in common with other 
clubs, expenditure has exceeded income 
and membership has declined The 
Executive has for a considerable time 
explored the possibilities of assuring the 
club a firmer and more permanent future. 
The lease under which the present 
premises are held has only some six years 
to run. The rental is a very much 
smaller one than could be obtained from 
a commercial undertaking at the same 
site, but the lease contains provisions 
which heavily restrict its sale by the club. 

“ Some months ago an offer of a sub- 
stantial amount was available to the club 
for the premises, and the Officers and 
Committee, with one dissentient only, 
strongly recommended the acceptance of 
this offer. Two meetings of members 
were held to consider the Executive's 
Proposal. Less than one-third of the 
members of the club attended at these 
meetings, and the Executive's recom- 
mendations were defeated. 

The Executive Honorary Officers and 
some of the Committee feli that the best 
interests of the club and of the com- 
munity were thus being ignored and that 
the consequences would be serious and 
very detrimental.to the objects for which 
the club was founded, and they conse- 


quently resigned from their respective 
Offices.” 


JEWISH WOMEN’S WEEK 
Mrs. Rebecca Sieff’s Appeal

“ Never has it been more essential for 
every Jewish woman in this country to 
make a full response to Jewish Women's 
Week.” said Mrs. Rebecca D. Sieff, Presi- 
dem of Wizo and Jewish Women's Week, 
in an interview she gave me for Tut 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, 

Mrs. Sieff. who recently returned from 
Israel. stressed that she was anxious that 
Jewish Women's Week, which will be 
from May 6 to May 13. should raise at 
least £50,000. Ever greater funds were 
necessary to help in absorbing the new 
immigrants to Israel, and the position had 
become particularly acute as a result ol 
the forced exodus from Iraq. 


Israeli Jews’ Help 


In spite of the heavy calls made upon 
them, she said. Isracli Jews were willing 
to give as much help as possible. Before 
she left Israel, the local Wizo organised 
a six weeks’ campaigr in aid of the 
ma'abarot (transitional work camps) and 
raised 1£60,000. 


All welfare organisations in Israel, Mrs. 


Sieff continued, were intensifying their 


efforts on behalf of the new immigrants. 

Wizo in Israel, with its 74,000 members, 
was, she said, doing a tremendous job 
for the women and children in the 
ma'abarot. Kindergartens and creches 
had been established, and women were 
receiving intensive training in child wel- 
fare. The two great institutions, the 
Jerusalem Baby Home and the Mother- 
craft Training Centre in Tel Aviv, were 
proving of immense value in bringing up 
a healthy new generation among the 
immigrants. Without them, she doubted 
whether Isracl would have been able to 
tackle the problem of child welfare. 

But. added Mrs. Sieff, they must have 
still more day créches, kindergartens, and 
day nurseries. They must sect up new 
training centres and new hostels for lonely 
women and families. They must have 
more social welfare workers and nurses. 
Jewish women in this country could not 
do otherwise than respond wholcheariedly 
for such a cause 

Mrs. Sieff explained that Jewish 
Women's Week, which has now become 
a part of Anglo-Jewish life, is being 
sponsored by the Society of Friends of 
Medoration of Women Zionists, the 
Women’s Lodges of the B'nai B'rith, the 
Mizrachi Women's Organisation, the 
Union of Jewish Women, and Synagogue 
Ladies’ Guilds 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Bridge of 
Elijah 
“ Behold, 1 will send you Elijah the 
prophet before the coming of the great 
and terrible day of the Lord. And he 
shall turn the heart of the fathers to 
the children, and the heart of the chil- 


dren to their fathers” (Mal. iii, 
23-24). 


HESE words are the last Testa- 

ment of Prophecy. The sun of 

the Bible age was setting: a 
new era was about to begin in which 
the sage was to replace the prophet, 
the scribe the ancient seer. Malachi. 
the last of the prophets, illumines 
Israel's future with an immortal 
message. A bridge shall be built 
between the generations : the chain of 
Jewish tradition shall never be 
sundered. 


Even to-day there are people who 
imagine that they can plan their off- 
spring's future with inflexible rigidity. 
Mistaken love prompts them to 
believe that they can determine their 
children’s professions, mates, home 
lives—almost their very thoughts. 


The lesson has still to be learned. 
even in our rebellious age, that no two 
generations are alike. History does 
not repeat itself in identities, only in 
resemblances. The Prophet of our 
Haftara saw this clearly: the sons are 
not as the fathers. The passage of 
time brings new modes of thought and 
new conventions, new aspirations and 
a new perspective. There is an 
ebb and flow in human affairs, a 
progress and also a retrogression. 
Change is the orly constant of life. 


THIS irrefutable truth lies at the 

root of the problem of Jewish sur- 
vival, nay, of the continuity of civilisa- 
tion as a whole. Children musi be 
different from their parents: it is 
God's. will. To wish it otherwise is 
not piety, but stupidity. The law of 
evolution demands this differentiation 
of the generations. Yet, that being 
so, how are we to preserve the identity 
of our spiritual, cultural, and national 
life? 

Malachi's answer. is terse, unequivo- 
cal, challenging. Eliyah is the great 
bridge-builder of the generations. He 
alone can knit the hearts of the sires 


and the scions in indissoluble union... 


For he is the prophet who conquered 
the forces of Baal-——its earthly 
materialism, its degrading assimila- 
tionism, its repulsive hedonism. He 
brought to his people the conviction 
that “the Lord, He is God.” 


Our God-ideal is the paramount 
force that has given unity to Jewish 
history. The prophets and the scribes. 
the Tannaim and  Amoraim,. the 
Geonim and their rabbinic successors, 
form a single unbroken historic 
tradition. 


UT Elijah not only re-enthroned 

the God-ideal in Israel, he brought 
down Heaven's truth in fire. Fire is 
a fitting symbol of Jewish. consecra- 
tion. Jewish life is impregnated with 
an. inexhaustible zeal that the “many 
waters” of our unending suffering 
and martyrdom could not quench. 
Our Torah is a flaming law that the 
chilling formalism of mere decorum 
cannot comprehend. Ardour is the 
very essence of vibrant Judaism. It 
made even the ghetto glow with a 
wondrous religious beauty: it is the 
dynamic force which created the 
miracle of the new State of Israel; 
it is the ultimate assurance of con- 
tinuing Jewish life. 


One other lesson our text incul- 
cates: “ He shall turn the heart of the 
fathers to the children.” The fathers 
must take the initiative. The parents 
must go forward, not the children 
backward. This is the only way. It 
is the way of Jewish education, of 
spiritual training by parental example. 

God, zeal, education—these are the 
three girders on which rests the 
Elijah-bridge of the generations. Have 
you heard the greybeards who com- 
plain of youth? Rebuke them in the 
name of our Prophet. Tell them : youth 
everywhere is eager and great-hearted, 
and Jewish youth marches in the van 
of the hosts of the new age. Tell 
them: young hearts beat responsively, 
ardently, when age goes out to meet 
them, Tell them; the spirit of Elijah 
walks abroad on the Festival of Free- 
the fathers lovingly answer.

SHECHITA BOARD'S 
DEFICIT 


Effect of Reduced Meat 
Ration 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The reduction in the meat ration 
had caused great financial loss to the 
london Board of Shechita. This was 
stated by the President, Mr. H. 
Gaventa. who was in the chair at a 
recent meeting of the Board, at 29, 
Alie Street, London. iat 

Presenting his report, the President 
said that che Agudath Hashochtim 
V’Shomrim had co-operated in facilita- 
ting the work of the poultry section with 
regard to Sunday duties. 

Mr. E. J. N. Nabarro, Treasurer, in 
moving the adoption of the accounts, 
said that in preparing the budget for the 
six months ending in June they antici- 
pated a deficit of £7,000. The Board 
had been drawing on an overdraft, and 
they had asked permission from the 
Ministry of Food to raise the slaughter- 
ing fees. If the presem shortages con- 
tinued. he added. the Board would be 
faced with financial ruin. It wag hoped, 
however, that the position would 
improve in the summer. | 

The Board went on to discuss its rela- 
tionship with the National Council for 
Shechita and the Shechita Commitee of 
the Board of Deputies with a view to 
the avoidance of overlapping. ; 

Proposals for grams to the Yeshiva 
Fez Chaim (suggested by Messrs. S. 
Sklan and J. Mende!) and to the United

Din, produced a heated debaie. Mr. |

JEWISH BACKGROUND OF 
THE ENGLISH BIBLE

“The Jewish Background to the 
English Bible" was the subject of a 
luncheon lecture given by Dr. 


Rosenthal to the Jews’ College Union 
Society, at Woburn House, London, on 
Monday. The Presidem of the Union, 
Mr. A. Corré, was in the chair. 

The English Bib'e, as they knew i 
to-day. saxi Dr. Rosenthal, was the 
choice fruit of the Age of Reformation. 
The style and diction of the Old Tesia- 
ment part of King James's. Version 
owed their fluency, gracefulness, and 
greater accuracy to the interpretation of 
the rabbis of the Middle Ages, together 
with the better equipment the transla- 
tors through familiarity with the gram- 
matical and jexicographical. works of the 
rabbis. The English Hebraisis, he con- 
tinued, owed their improved knowledge 
of the Hebrew language .and Mierature, 
especially the rabbinic interpretation’ of 
the Old Testameni, to converts and to 
such Continental Hebraisis as Reuchlin. 
Muenster, and Fagius, Professor of 
Hebrew at Cambridge in 1549. 

The sudden growth of Hebrew learn. 
ing and the new English translation from 
the orginal Hebrew was due in large 
measure to the effect of the Reforma- 
tion. he wem on. Speciahsts found it 
intriguing to lay bare the foundations of 
the Bible's excellence Owing to HS near- 
ness to Hebrew truth as proclaimed by 
Reformers, which provided a useful 
weapon in the fight for freedom of Chris- 
tian conscience.

Jewish Agency's Programme 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom, the Rev. 
I. Levy. Mrs. Elsie Janner, J.P.. and 
Mr. J. Halevy. Chairman of the Zionist 
Federation, have been appointed repre- 
sentatives of the Advisory Committee of 
the British branch of a European Council

FROM CAPE TO 
KHARTOUM 


Jews of Africa 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A first-hand report on the position 
of Jewry from the Cape to Khartoum 
was given to me by Mr. Cham 
Gershater, Editor of the South African 
ZiONIsST Record, in an interview for 
THe Jewish CHRONICLE, 

Mr. Gershater. who is now on a visit 
to this country, was born in Lithuania 
46 years ago, and settled in South Africa 
in 1926. He is the author of a book 
* 30 Days in Israc|,” published last year, 
which described the effect of the esiab- 
lishment of the State on the social iife 
of the people in Israel. He is corres- 
pondent in South Africa for Haaretz, 
the Isracli paper, THe Je&wisn 
CHRonicie, in London. 

Mr. Gershater said that South 
African Jewry was probably the classic 
example of a small community which 
had maintained the closest attachment to 
Isracl. while at the same time striking 
deep roots in the country of its adoption. 
Side by side with the many Zionist 
activities, there were gigantic develop- 
ments in the local communal field. In 
the past five years, at least half-a-dozen 
new synagogue buildings. had been estab- 
lished in Johannes. 

burg alone. 

Another interes- 

ting feature, Mr. 
Gershater told me. 
was the rapid 
growth of Jewish 
sports clubs. Most 
‘of them owned 
large grounds, and 
one club. recentiy 
spent £60,000 on 
the building alone. 
Many of _ these 
clubs were named 
after British fnends 
of the Jewish 


Mr. C. Gershater people, for 
example, Wedgwood, Wingate, and 
Beaconsfield Balfour Park was still 


the largest bowling green in the whole 
coumry. 

Hardly any of the recently engaged 
ministers in South Africa came from 
Isracl, Mr. Gershater said. The majority 
came from Britain and had established 
themselves as outstanding spiritual 
leaders. There was, he added, still plenty 
of scope for young ministers. imbued 
with the missionary spirit, if only they 
were willing to go out to distant parts of 
Africa and serve the small scattered 
Jewish communities. 

From the Cape to the Sudan, Mr. 
Gershater continued, there were small 
neglected communities crying out for the 
Jewish “ missionary.” In Khartoum, for 
instance, the community of two hundred 
souls was intensely Jewish in’ sentiment, 
but completely lacking in Jewish spiritual 


facilities. He was told there that almost 
all the Jewish children had to attend 
Catholic convent schools. The com- 


munity was poor and could not afford 
to maintain even one Hebrew teacher. 
Similar conditions prevailed in Asmara. 


Travelling Ministers Needed 


Towards the East and South, Mr. Ger- 
shater went on, there were the small com- 
munities in Kenya (1,000), Southern and 
Northern Rhodesia (4,000 and 420 respec- 
tively), which were greatly stimulated by 
the recent tour by the Chief Rabbi. 
Fhey were im great need of travelling 
ministers, and the South African Board 
of Deputies had only just appointed one 
for the southern part of Africa. 

Apart from the isolated remnants of 
the former Greyshirt movement, Mr. 
Gershater sal, there was no organised 
antisemitism in South Africa. The Malan 
Government and the press had displayed 
the friendliest attitude towards the Jewish 
community and to Israel. The Jews 
continued to contribute to all aspects of 
public life and Jewish youth was taking 
a greater interest in the Afrikaans langu- 
age and literature. 

The immigration policy, as far as it 
affected Jews, he said, had not been 
changed since the days of General Smuts. 
and there was littl hope for improve- 
ment in this direction. 

The contact between South Africa and 
Israel, Mr. Gershater added, was recently 
greatly stimulated by the establishment 
of a reguiar El Al service. The weekly 
departure of passengers to the Jewish 
Siate had become a feature of Jewish 
hfe, with Jews gathering at the airport 
whenever a ‘plane lefi or arrived. 
extension of E! Al flights to New York 
would provide another link with the 
Jewish communities of the U.S.A. 

There were tremendous prospects for 
the development of trade between South 
Africa and Israel, Mr. Gershater con- 
cluded. Before long there would be a 
regular shipping line Durban-Elath, and 
Israel would be able to buy a large range 
of commodities frem East and South 
Africa, while these territories might in 
turn become importers of Isracli manu- 
factured. products.

Statement in the Commons

Mr. Hersertr Morrison, Forcign 
Secretary, made a statement in the House 
of Commons on Wednesday about the 
horder incidents between Israc! and Syria. 

He said that on April 4 seven Isracli 
police were killed in a clash with Syrian 
clements in the area of El] Hamma, south- 
east of Lake Galilee, and in one of the 
vones demilitarised under the Isracli- 
Syrian Armistice Agreement. As a 
‘etahatory measure Israeli aircraft bombed 
positions On Syrian territory on April §. 

On receipt of this information the 
Rritish Ministers at Tel Aviv and Damas- 
cus were imstructed to press the Isracli 
and Synan Governments respectively to 
cease all offensive operations immediately 
and to withdraw their troops, if any, from 
the demilitarised zone. 


Egyptian Complaint 


On April 6 the Under-Secretary of the 
Feyptian Ministry for Forcign Affairs 
made an oral communication to the 
Bruish Embassy at Cairo to the effect 
that the Egyptian Government viewed the 
israch action with concern and wished

Mr. Partos, the leading viola player 
of the Isracl Philharmonic Orchestra, 1s

This tour, 
which lasted 
three months, 
was, he told me, 
a great SUCCESS.

Mr. Partos 
said that the crea- 
tion of an Isracli form of music was com- 
plicated and difficult. The music of the 
Orient. brought by Jews from Persia, Iraq, 
the Yemen, and so on, was static, while 
modern European music was dynamic. 
Reconciling the different tendencies was 
further complicated by the fact that while 
Jewish musicians in Israel still yearned 
for the songs and dances which had once 
formed part of their cultural background, 
they wanted at the same time to forget 
those things which carried too many 
memories of past sufferings and humilia- 

The most recent Isracli music, he 
explained, actually reflected the history 
of immigration. The Jews from Bess- 
arabia. after the Kuishinevy pogroms, 
brought with them the Hora, still Israel's 
most popular dance. More and more, 
however. the music of the Hora was 
penetrated by Oriental. clements. This 
process. Of transformation was partly 
subconscious, but the old and new; 
Oriental and Western, elements were 
gradually and irrevocably absorbed—a 
development characteristic of the whole 
trend of Israeli music. | 

Mr. Partos, who was recently appointed

THE FOREST OF THE MARTYRS 
By HERBERT FREEDEN 


A site on the hills of Jerusalem over- 
looking Judea and with a view of the 
coastal plain in the distance has been 
chosen by the Jewish National Fund on 
which to plant the forest commemorati 
the 6.000.000 Jews who perished in Nazi 
Europe. 

The idea of planting Yaar Hakedoshi-n 
(the Martyrs’ Forest) 
was born at the end 
of the Second World 
War, when Zionist 
workers felt that 
their first efforts for 
Eretz Yisrael should 
be linked with a 
project perpetuating 
the memory of the 
Jewish martyrs. For 
many reasons, mainly 
technical, it had not 
been possible to 
plant the forest until 
recently, when all 
preparations were 
completed and the 
planting ceremony 
took place. 

Representatives 
from 14 Jewish com- 
munities in Europe 
went to the site of 
the Forest of the 
Martyrs. Each sec- 
tor of the forest was 
set aside for one of 
the communities. 
Memorial fires, hit in 
a semi-circle, sent 
their smoke into 
the cloudless sky 
while blue and white 
flags fluttered in the 
wind 

Ihe gate to the 
forest bears the 
inscription: “ We shall not forget our 
martyrs of the Diaspora,”’ and six million 
trees are to be an ever-green memorial 
to the Jewish martyrs 

The Chief Rabbi, Dr. I. 
conceived the idea of planting this 
memorial forest at the entrance to 
Jerusalem as a symbol of the approaching 
redemption.

Dr. Emilio Lorenzo, Professor at 
the Spanish Institute, London, gave an 
address on “ The Present Position of 
the Jews in Spain” at a meeting held 
under the auspices of the Religious 
Education Committee of the Spanish 
and Portuguese .Synagogue in the 
Suecah of the Lauderdale Road Syna- 
gogue, W.9. on Sunday.

‘he status Of the 14,000 Jews living in 
Soanish Morocco and the 6,000 in the 
Spanish cities of Ceuta and Melilla..More 
‘han 3,000 Sefardim and their families in 
trance had been taken under the protec- 
ron of the Spanish Government durin 
‘he German occupation. The Spanish 
Government had also assisted Secfardim 
in Rumania and Greece. 

Jewish residents of the Moroccan Pro- 
rectorate, he continued, numbered 14.000. 
and lived mostly in the cities. They were 
estimated at 13 per cent of the total 
population, the Spamards numbering six 
oer cent.- The largest group was in 
Tetuan, the capital. with 18 synagogues :

Supreme Jewish Court

Alliance Israélite Universelle. Spain had 
new schools to which Jewish, 
ohammedan, and Spanish children were 
admitted without discrimination. That 
system presented some difficulties, the 
most important being the non-religious 
aspect of the schools, which made it 
necessary for parents to provide religious 
instruction themselves. That reason, 
together with French influence forced the 
Spanish Government to establish Spanish- 
Israclite Schools from 1920 onwards. 
Pupils of those schools enjoved the same 
advantages as the Spanish. 

Since 1942 everything connected with 
ewich schools was the concern of the 
Edu atonal Department attached to the 
Span sh High Commissioner's Office in 
Morocco Jewish pupils, numbering 
4,500, were provided with adequate educa- 
tion in Spanish elementary and secondary 
schools, and enjoyed the same rights as 
Moors and Spaniards. In 1948 the 
Maimonides Institute had been opened in 
Tetuan, being the only one of its.kind in 
North Africa. 


Barcelona Community 


On the Spanish mainiand, said Dr. 
Lorenzo, the largest Jewish community, 
numbering 3,000 people, was in Barce- 
lona. Most of them were refugees of 
the Second World War. Socially their 
conditions could not be better, But the 
legal status of some of them was 
awkward. Those whose country of origin 
was behind the “Iron Curtain™ and. 
therefore, had no consular representatives 
m Spam, and those who did not want to 
go to Isracl were regarded as political 
refugees: they could not move without 


‘the permission of the police, nor run a 


busimess in their own names. In spite of 
those difficulties, their relations with the 
authorities were cordial. There was also 
a small Jewish communitv in Madrid 

Before the Spanish Civil War only 
three Professors had been appointed in 
the ten Spanish universities to teach the 
language and literature of the Bible At 
present six Chairs of Hebrew existed in 
the universities and the Instituto Arias 
Montano had been: creaiecd to promote 
and keep alive an interest in Hebrew and 
Near East studies 

Spain had no restrictive policy in regard 
to toreigners of any faith. Several laws 
had been promulgaicd to enable Sefardim 
to recover their Spanish nationality

BRITISH OFFER TO EGYPT 
Possibility of Renewed Arms Shipments 


From our Diplomatic

The Government faces an awkward 
Parliamentary situation over the 
\nglo-Egyptian talks which are now 
proceeding in Cairo. There is no 
doubt that a withdrawal from. the 
yuez Canal would be even less popu- 
‘iar than the recent financial agree- 
ment with Israel, particularily if the 
withdrawal were coupled with the 
resumption of shipments of heavy 
Artyys. 

The offer to evacuate the Canal Zonc 
within three. years. in exchange for firm 
Levptian commitments abdowm join 
Jefence. was formulated by the Cabinet 
ifier hearing the advice of the Chiefs 
ow Staff. There have been some rather 
surprising “ leaks “ concerning the offer 
o be made to the Egyptians. The 
crucial offer is the one to help to expand 
ihe Egyptian Army, so as to enable i 
‘0 detend the Canal Zone. This 1s 
nalanced by the proviso that British 
iorces would have the mgmt to re-<nicr 
Leva in the event of war. 

li may be asked why the Egypuan 
army needs to be expand and 

<quipped at all. The answer is thai 
a quid pro quo is needed to enable the 
Wald Government to climb down; bui 
this cannot be avowed openly. 


British Officers to Stay

stood in London. but to adm it pub- 
ucly would be to jeopardise the talks 
now proceeding in Cairo.

Israeli Government's Complaint 


An interesting aspect of the affair has 
heen the complaint direcied by the 
Israeli Governmem against Colonel de 
Bossavy. the French Chairman of the 
Mixed Armistice Commission, who is sus- 
pected of partiality towards Syria. While 
the United States and British Govern- 
ments have now both called upon Israe! 
and Syria to suspend operations, there 
has been no official French reaction. Fhe 
complaint to London and Washington 
was made in accordance with last year's 
Three-Power Declaration on the Middic 
East On Tuesday, a British Foreign 
Office spokesman said that Britain had 
urged both Israel and Syria to withdraw 
from. the demilitarised zone Mr. 
McGhee. on behalf of the U.S. State 
Depariment, not only pressed the same 
advice in separaic conversations with the 
Ieracli and Syrian Ambassadors last 
Friday. but caused a lengthy explanation 
to be issued on Tuesday by the State 
Department Press Officer. This gave the 
impression that the United States was 
taking the lead in composing the quarrel. 
Reporis meanwhile state that the Syrian 
army chief, Col. Shishakli, has been to 
Cairo to canvas Egyptian support, and 
the Syrian press is making much of an 
alleged Soviet broadcast accusing Isracli 
of aggressive designs upon Syria. The 
broadcast has not been confirmed. but 
is quoted by the. Syrian press as proof 
that Moscow regards isract as “a tool 
of the Anglo-Americans.

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A PARIS KEHILLA 


FRENCH Jewry has been compared to a 
mosaic composed of magnificent fragments 
that are falling apart, and it may appear 
somewhat strange from. this side of the 
Channel that the undertaking to establish 
a united kehilla, reported last week by our 
Paris correspondent, should be limited to 
Parisian Jews of recent Eastern European 
origin. While the ultimate ideal of creating 
a centralised organisation for the entire 
community should never be lost sight of, 
even partial unification would be welcome. 
There are no official statistics for the 
number of Jews in France. But it is known 
that the total, to-day beyond the 300,000 
mark, was only 130,000, including Alsace- 
Lorraine, at the end of the First World War. 
The difference ts made up largely of imm- 
grants from Eastern Europe, the majority of 
whom have arrived since the end of the 
Second World War, replacing the 120,000 
earlier immigrants who were deported from 
German-occupied France and massacred. 
This largely Yiddish-speaking element, more 
than any other part of the Prench-Jewish 
mosaic, is devoted to Jewishness, and is 
conscious of the historic responsibilities that 
devolve upon the Jews of France, after the 
cataclysm, as the largest and by far the most 
important Jewish community on the main- 
land of Europe outside Russia. These ardent 
Jews know that if the present casualty rate 
of total assimilation and backsliding among 
young people is allowed to continue, then 
not only will France cease to be an 
important Jewish centre but there will be 
practically an end to the long and glorious 
history of a distinctively Jewish communal 
life on the Continent of Europe. To be 
aware of responsibilities, however, is one 
thing, and to live up to them 1s another. 
In the immediate post-war years, the bewil- 
dering multipheity of communal organisa- 
tions of various sizes have frittered away 
their dynamism in ugly-—that is not too 
strong a word—squabbles between Zionists 
and Left-wingers, Right Zionists and Left 
Zionists, Bundists versus The Rest, on the 
principle of each against the other in every 
possible combination. 


The new Paris kehilla will stand or fall 
by its ability or inability to promote unity. 
There is every hope of its succeeding if the 
democratic intentions proclaimed by its 
founders are implemented in all circum- 
Stances. Out of an estimated total of 
180,000 Parisian Jews, more than 
are from Eastern Europe. All of them, 
whatever their political, religious, or other 
views may be, and irrespective of whether 
or not they can afford to pay-dues, will be 
allowed to become members of the kehilla 
for the mere asking, and will be given the 
right to vote. The board of governors of 
the kehilla will be elected by universal 
suffrage, and should consequently be a faith- 
ful reflection of all shades of opinion. If 
majority decisions are loyally accepted, then 
the kehilla will really be able to get done 
all those things which so badly need doing. 
Because it will concern itself with both 
religious and secular matters, the new kehilla 
for Parisian East-European Jews will @ priori 
disqualify itself from official recognition and 
subvention, under a French law of 1905 
which erects a strict barrier between Church 
and State. 

Far from becoming a rival, the new kehilla 
may well develop into a powerful ally of 
existing French-Jewish organisations, inclu- 
ding the venerable Consistoire, with which 
it could act in concert in a revivified supreme 
Conseil Représentatif des Israélites de France 
(CRIP) This year the city of Paris is

distinctive contribution of its own to the 
festivities. It could find no better way of 
marking the bimillenary than by properly 
organising itself at long last. And who khows 
how vital a factor a really united kehilla may 
be in helping French Jewry to weather pos- 
sible storms to come ? 


EIGHTH ANNIVERSARY 


THURSDAY next, April 19, marks the 
eighth anniversary of the date when the 
Jewish remnant of the Warsaw ghetto rose 
with sublime courage in battle against the 
Nazi hordes. This rising by those who 
were doomed from the outset to torture 
and death reached unsurpassed heights of 
heroism, and its Maccabean spirit will ever 
remain an encouragement to all fighters for 
human liberty. The most fitting recognition 
that a grateful posterity can render to the 
memory of the martyrs of Warsaw is to 


ensure that the record of their devotion and: 


self-sacrifice shall be preserved from 
oblivion. From the article which appears 
on page 13 of this issue, it will be seen that 
the Federation of Polish Jews in Argentina 
has been foremost in the discharge of this 
sacred obligation. That body is sponsoring 
the publication of a splendid series of works 
on the past glory of Polish Jewry. 

For this it deserves the gratitude of Jews 
everywhere. But it is a melancholy thought 
that the small group of Polish Jews in 
Argentina are carrying out work which is 
really the primary duty of the Jewish

the Institute, instead of assuming the leader- 
ship in this labour of love, is now attempting 
to “rewrite” the history of Polish Jewry, 
and the history of the Ghetto Rising in par- 
ticular, from a Communist standpomt, giving 
an untruthful and perverted interpretation. 
Recent publications issued by the Jewish 
Historical Instifute in Poland, under the title 
of “ Pages in History,” seek to minimise the 
spontaneity of this unaided revolt by a hand- 
ful of Jewish heroes of all classes and parties 
imprisoned within the ghetto walls. Com- 
munist Jewish historians in Poland to-day 
seek to present the Ghetto Rising as a move 
sponsored by and linked to the general Com- 
munist opposition to fascism. 

Another distasteful and contemptible piece 
of dialectical interpretation offered in these 
“ Pages of History ™ is the doctrine that the 
Polish Jews in the ghetto allowed themselves 
to be slain by the Nazis for so many years 
because the administration in the ghetto was 
under what is now styled “ bourgeois and 
capitalist domination.” The Kehilla Councils 
appointed by the Germans are now presented 
as having been run by class-conscious Jewish 
reactionaries who, instead of trying to save 
the Jews, were merely interested in saving 
their own lives and preserving their class 
interests! This perversion of historical truth 
may be in keeping with Communist propa- 
ganda. It is known that Communists have 
bee: conducting a campaign to usurp to 
themselves the sole credit for the Resistance 
Movements generally. But it is, nevertheless. 
most regrettable that this unscrupulous 
attempt should be made to deprive post- 
humously of their glory the Jewish men 
and women of all sections who, by their 
united superhuman sacrifices and heroism in 
the Warsaw ghetto, wrote one of the noblest 
pages in the battle against aggression and 
intolerance. 


TEL AVIV | 

Few cities in the world can claim with as 
much civic pride as does Tel Aviv to have 
burgeoned within the short period of less 
than half a century from a handful of scat- 
tered bungalows on a sandy shore into a 
teeming, bustling, and progressive metropolis. 
The significance of this rapid municipal 
development may perhaps be the better 
appreciated from the fact that the last 
volume of the last edition of the “ Jewish 
Encyclopedia,” published in 1906, contains 
no mention of Tel Aviv. Indeed, it was 
in that year that a group of Jewish business- 
men in Jaffa, straining against the evils of 
slumdom, first projected the idea of a garden 
suburb, and it was not until 1909 that the 
Ahuzath Bayit Society formally inaugurated 
the new housing estate under the Scriptural 
name of “Tel Abib “—the Hill of Spring. 
In 1921, the first year of British civil 
administration in Palestine, Tel Aviv was

and with the environs and outlying areas— 
themselves often a replica the sandy 
appearance of the parent in its early years— 
probably totals close on 400,000. But no 
statistician can keep accurate count of the 
ever-expanding community, a reflection of 
Israel's own ceaseless influx of immigrants, 
and it may well be that Tel Aviv will have 
half a million inhabitants long before its 
S0th birthday. The issue by the Israeli Post 
Office of a 40th anniversary stamp, of which 
a facsimile was published in THe JewisH 
CHRONICLE last week, is evidence of the 
admiration and affection felt by all Israelis, 
no matter what their own local patriotisms 
may be, for the commercial capital of the 
new State. Actually, Tel Aviv is in its 42nd 
year, but the delay has not detracted from the 
appositeness of the postal tribute. The 
design is symbolical of the unique character 
of the city: it features, in the foreground, 
a group of workers levelling the sand; date- 
palms, a citrus tree, bunches of grapes; a 
cactus patch, the ubiquitous sabra; and, in 
the background, the Herzlia High School 
building, a factory, and a two-storey villa. 
No doubt it was a whimsical touch to include 
a tortoise in the design, for not even its 
most carping critic would dare to liken the 
pace of Tel Aviv's evolution with that of 
the sluggard, save perhaps to point the moral 
of AZsop’s immortal fable. 


MORDECAI M. NOAH 


Tuts week's extract from “ The J.C. 100 
Years Ago™ refers to the death in New 
York on March 22, 1851, of MorDecal! 
Manuet Noaw. Born in Philadelphia in 
1785, he became perhaps the most famous 
American Jew of his generation. In him 
were perfectly blended the finest ideals both 
of American and of Jew. He took justifiable 
pride in the services that his ancestors for 
generations past had rendered to their 
American homeland. As Consul-General 
at Tunis. Sheriff of New York County, 
Surveyor of the Port, and Judge of the 
Court of Sessions, he had a most distin- 
guished public career. In New ‘York he 
became a. great literary and political per- 
sonality, and his work as a publisher and 
editor considerably influenced the history 
of American journalism. He took an active 
part in the establishment. in 1835 of the 
At the same time, 
he acquired equally widespread honour as 
a doughty champion of Jewish rights. His 
realisation of the need to relieve Jewry in 
lands of persecution led him to initiate in 
1825 an ambitious scheme for a Jewish 
colony—a city of refuge to be called 
“Ararat “—on Grand Island, Buffalo. This 
somewhat fantastic scheme was unsuccessful, 
but it indicates Noan’'s enthusiasm in the 
Jewish cause. The most notable of his 
many activities on the Jewish behalf was his 
ceaseless work for the national restoration 
of the Jews to the Holy Land. He has been 


termed with justice “the first American 
Zionis His superb eloquence won dis- 
tinguigwed Christian support—including that 


of JOHN ADamMs, a former President of the 
United States—for the Zionist idea over a 
century ago. At his funeral, a justifiably 
magnificent oration was delivered by Dr. 
Morris J. RapHatt, who, after a notable 
ministertal and literary career in England, 
had recently been appointed rabbi of the 
Bnei Jeshurun Congregation in New York. 


JERROLD ROSTON MEMORIAL 


THE appeal which we published last week 
on behalf of the Jerrold Roston Memorial 
Fund cannot but evoke a sympathetic and 
generous response. It was, indeed, a tragedy 
that cut short the life of Jerrotp RosToNn 
in 1947 at the early age of 20. Yet some 
consolation for that tragedy has been the 
indelible recording of his name as a per- 
petual representative of Anglo-Jewish youth 
at its finest and best. Before entering upon 
his university studies he had been Captain 
of the City of London School, a position 
of distinction at a famous public school. At 
the same time, by his work as Chairman 
of the Jewish Youth Study Groups and in 
other directions, he had shown his deter- 
mination that he and his contemporaries 
should enter fully into their Jewish heritage.

THE WANDERER RETURNS 


In By Meyer Levin. Constellation

The author describes this book as an auio- 
biography. But it is more than that. It is the 
epic, and often incredible, story of the struggle 
of the Jewish people in this period of destiny. 
He realises that he was “a peculiar miature of 
Chicago and Chassidism, of  truth-secking 
American reporter and truth-seeking son of the 
Torah.” The reporter part of him tends to seek 
the sensational aspects of truth, the Chassidic 
son of the Torah. on the other hand, seek« to 


interpret the deeper issues of the Jewish struggle. 


And his Jewishness steadily gains: “it forced 
itself through every wall to come out as a full 
part of my personality.” 

There are three periods, and three aspeci« of 
the story and of his own activity: “ America. the 
self-accused: Europe, the witness: Israci. the 
released.” In the first period he is groping for his 
real work. In the second he begins to do work 
which is worth while for his people. In the third 
he has arrived. In the carly chapters he seem: to 
be possessed bv his psychological science. finding 
symbols of “the father search ~ im every action 
But he was early conscious of the pull to the Land 
of Isracl. It started with his “ assignment” io 
report the opening of the Hebrew Universiy of 
Jerusalem. That event gives him the feeling a 
once of “the one place in the world to which | 
must for ever return.” as though there echoed in 
him the call that for so many centuries brough: aged 
Jews to Jerusalem.

The local colour in * Ruth ™ is lightly 
painted. The Moabite maid works among 
ihe flocks of Shebam the Reubsenite. and 
celebrates both pagan and Jewish icasts 
with happy impartiality! The boyhood 
of Mahlon, Ruth's husband-to-be, his 
family life, his reverence for learning. are 
all neatly presented. During the famine 
in Israel, we even have a glimpse of a 
Biblical “ black market " where “ grain 
‘S$ sold to those who have gold heavy in 
their purses.” 

In characterisation, however, the author 
iS at her weakest. In the Bible story. 
Ruth is a girl of independence. Her 
resolve to turn Jewess is her own idea. 
Her capacity for sacrifice is part of her 
personality. . Vera Cooper makes her a 
Puppet, merely obeying the orders of an 
angelic visitant—of whom, by the way. 
there is not the slightest hint in the 
Biblical version. The whole character is 
therefore “ devalued * as it were, and we 
are given nothing in its place.

N the space of a single vear the 

Israeli Army headquarters staff not 

merely created a compact regular 
army : it successfully incorporated and 
tramed recruits called up under the 
Israeli Security Act: it laid the founda- 
tions of the Noar Halooh Lochem, a 
para-miltiary youth corps: it streng- 
thened the defences of those agri- 
cultural settlements on the frontiers 
which serve as outposts; and, finally, 
it Created the machinery for that which 
is vital to the country’s security, train- 
ing the thousands of reservists called 
up for the prescribed periods of 
annual training. whose merits have 
been demonstrated in the course of 
large-scale maneeuvres. 

Evervthing that happens in this 
thinly populated country is a matter 
of concern to those in charge of the 
State's security. That is why the Army 
is always asked to take part in the 
various peace-time development 
schemes, from afforestation to the 
absorption of the immigrants. 


No Military Caste 


_ What this means, in effect, is that 
in Israel it is quite impossible for the 
Army. the most centralised and highly 
organised section of the community, to 
be isolated as a purely military body 
or for its soldiers to form part of a 
military caste. 

The Army, in short, acts as a bridge. 
It offers the youth of the country an 
unrivalled opportunity of getting a 
first-hand knowledge of all the day-to- 
day problems and tasks of the State. 
And, being based as it js on military 
discipline, it imbues the regular 
soldiers and reservists with an uncom- 
promising sense of duty. It short. the 
Army 1s the forcing ground of good 
ciuzenship.

The State is far too young for any 
separation of its citizens into a ruling 
class and people who serve : nor haye 
the people any tradition of obedience 
to the State. 

Beset by the gigantic problem of deal- 
ing with a doubled population almost 
entirely unprepared for hardships in 
a land which they expected would be 
flowing with milk and honey, the new 
State struggles along. 

Pioneers’ Idealism 

As recently as a generation ago. 
the land was built up by the efforts of 
newly arrived pioneers inspired solely 
by a sense of idealism. But to-day 
the work of construction is being car- 
ried on not so much from a sense of 
idealism as from the sheer necessity 
which arises from the creation of the 
State, and its policy of keeping the 
doors ever open to immigrants from 
whom the State must draw its gather- 
ing strength. 

It will, however. require many years 
before the Israeli citizen can become a 
living type rather than what is‘no more 
than a formal definition. This could

not be otherwise in the Babel of 
languages, traditions, cultures, and 
even tribal customs of the new State. 

Here they all live together and yet, 
at the same time, apart. And the only 
melting-pot which can to-day smoothe 
out and harmonise the innumerable 
differences is the Army. The primi- 


tive peoples from far-distant ghettoes, 
the highly educated people from the 
West, and the native-born Israelis— 


the sabras—-are all compelled to go 
into one pot, the Army. Here they 
are all treated as equals, living at the 
same level, eating the same Army 
rations at the same mess tables. They 
share the same duties and the same 
responsibilities under military 
law. 

“ Blacks” and “Whites” Mingle 

The so-called “ blacks” from Asia 
and Africa mingle with the Western 


whites to whom the authorities look 


to educate and prepare their less 
fortunate brethren. for responsibility 
and for positions of command. They 
work, sleep, walk, eat, quarrel, and 
enjoy themselves together. The essen- 
tial point is that they are all equal. 
In the Yishuv. unhappily, the new- 
comers are in most cases sharply 
divided from the inhabitants of the 
old-established settlements. This is 
quite understandable. Indeed, the only 
place where the two elements meet 
on level terms-—-and here I do not 
mean merely terms of political equality 
is the Army camp. Thus the Army 
automatically becomes the remedy for 
the otherwise well-nigh incurable 
sense of inferiority of the Eastern Jews. 
Only in Israel can this happen, can Jews 
from everywhere receive the first 
positive lessons in universal fellowship. 
When a youth from Morocco, the 
descendant of generations of sup- 
pressed ghetto dwellers, leaves this 
two-year course in Israeli citizenship, 
he js ready to be absorbed into estab- 
lished society. During his two years

HE remnants of Pompei 

preserved by lava seem to offer 

a Q@feater allraction to. writers 
than the millions of Polish Jews 
whose ashes have only recently cooled 
in the Nazi death camps.

Polish Jewry has been exterminated. 
Immediately after the war it seemed 
likely that the remnants of Polish 
Jewry. with their brethren in. other 
lands, would attempt to leave to 
posterity at least a written record 
of this tragic people.

The Union of Polish Jews in 
Argentina has now done something to 
fill the gap.

Dying Language 

Fven a glance at these books, 

written in a language that is also 


dying, causes a shudder. The people 
for whom Yiddish was a_ living 
language have been murdered; their 
language is following them slowly to 
the grave. 

The books are difficult to read. Not 
because they do not mirror the truth ; 
on the contrary, their realism is 
terrifying. But our still surviving 
belief in justice makes us wish to 
believe that crime will meet its 
punishment, that at last the murderer 
and not the murdered will be put into 
the dock. The reality 
deprive us of even this illusion. 

From the long list of books a short 
extract is sufficient: Auschwitz, The 
Martyrdom of the Children, The 
Rising in the Warsaw Ghetto, A Day 
in Treblinka, In the Death Factory, 
The Destruction (Churban) of War- 
saw. The Destruction of Czestochowa, 
The Destruction of Lodz. ....

Some of the books are reprints from 
other publications. some are transia- 
tions. But the collective publication 
provides a comprehensive view of a 
part at least of this epoch. which 
Started in. 1933 with legal racial dis- 
crimination in Germany and ended so 
tragically in 1945. 

Few of the authors are professional 
writers. They wrote in the Ghetto, 
in gaol, in hiding. or in concentration 
camps. heir facts are supported 
with documents. They write not only 
of the deaths of their brothers and 
sisters, but also of their lives and 
strugel@ of their schools, theatres 
and businesses. and of the under- 
ground movement. A picture of the life 
of. 3,500,000 people cannot be 
restricted to their last vears of agony. 


Living a Full Life 


The Jews in Poland showed extra- 
ordinary vitality. They organised 
trade, strengthened industry, tounded 
banking. Despite persecution thes 
established their own educational! 
system, created a Jewish literature, 
theatre, art. Nine Jewish dailies in 
Warsaw and scores of others in the 
provinces were evidence that the 
Jewish people lived a full life. 

At Tlomackie 13, near the War- 
saw synagogue. were the premises of 
the Union of Writers and Journalists. 
There was the centre of Jewish cul- 
tural life. Three writers, among 
them the novelist Segalovitsch. devote 
their books to a description of this 
institution, the forum of men of letters 
and politicians. There hundreds took 
part in heated debates on the respec- 
tive merits of Yiddish and Hebrew : 


there the mystics, led by Hillel 
Zeitlin. and the revolutionaries. 
headed by Peretz Markish, fought 


many a verbal battle. Jewish writers 
from abroad travelled to Tlomackie 
13 to breathe a really Jewish atmo- 
sphere. Moshe Nadir or Joseph 
Opatoshu. Ansky (author of “The 
Dybbuk or Hirshbein. Itzik Manger 
or Katzenelenson, made pilgrimages 
to this club filled with the spirit and 


tradition of its founder. the famous — 


writer. lL. L. Peretz. 
Nahum Sokolow in his book, “ Per- 
sonalities.”. portrays a. gallery of 
famous Jews, Polish of of Polish 
There are pen-pictures of the 


scientist Chaim Zelig Slonimski, the 
founder of Hazerima: David Frish- 
man, the translator and Hebrew 
writer: of I. L. Peretz, the father of 
Yiddish literature ; and finally of the 
philosopher, Henri Bergson. son of a 
Polish Jew. 

None could read unmoved Dr. 
Janusz Korezak’s description of his 
pupils. the orphans of the Jewish dis- 
trict. in a book entitled Joshki, 
Moshki, Srule.”. In 1944 the author 
voluntarily chose martyrdom, refusing 
to be separated from his pupils, who 
were being taken to a death camp. 

There is a book by the well-known 
historian, Maier Balaban, dealing with 
Lublin. This town was once a meeting- 
place for Jewish conferences and rab- 
binical assemblies; under the Nazis 
it became a centre of extermination. 

The pre-war Jewish small towns in 
Poland, those reservoirs of Jewish 
idealism once depicted by Sholem 
Ash, have now found their painters 
in vounger Yiddish writers. And Ash 
himself allowed the free publication 
of his trilogy (Petersburg, Warsaw, 
Moscow). There ate also sketches on 
Jewish culture in Poland (by Dr. J. 
Shatski) and on Yiddish literature (by 
Trunk and Finkelstein). 


Creative Activity 


Faults can be found with individual 
writers, yet their failings are compen- 
sated for by the fervour of | their 
descriptions of things and people now 
gone for ever. 

The series is not yet complete ; even 
in a hundred books it would be impos- 
sible to describe the centuries-long 
creative activity of a people which 
was a Shining hght for world Jewry. 
religious or lay, conservative or 
revolutionary. 

The Jewish Historical Institute in 
Poland has promised vast works on 
the subject of Polish Jewry. It may 
be doubted, however, whether the 
promise will be fulfilled. The latest 
issues of the -Institute’s periodical are 
full ef comments on Stalin's essay on 
linguistics ; littl is to be found on 
the archives discovered in the ruins 
of the Warsaw Ghetto. 

Tears cease to flow, cries grow 
fainter, at the grave of Polish Jewry. 
It is right that the memory of a mur-

THE SALE OF 
CHAMETZ 


By Rabbi L. JACOBS 


EW religious practices have been 
sO misunderstood as the formal 
sale of leaven, before Passover, 
to a non-Jew—a practice still observed 
by millions of Jews undeterred by the 
accusation that they are thereby 
attempting “to fool the Almighty.” 
his accusation comes strangely, 
indeed, from the lips of Reform 
leaders who, in the same breath, point 
to Hillel's prosho/l as ancient rabbinic 
precedent for the principle of Reform 
in Judaism. without being aware that 
the prosbol is a legal fiction of exactly 
the same nature as the sale of 
chametz. Every lawyer knows that 
if a legal system is to permit change 
while retaining historic continuity, the 
legal fiction must be resorted to. 

The sale of chamet: has had an 
interesting history until its evolution 
into the form we know to-day. (A 
comprehensive account, to which the 
writer is indebted. is given in §S. 
Savins Hamoadim Behalachah, Jer. 
1944, p. 220-231.) 

According to Ex. xii, 17-20, all 
leaven is to be removed from the 
home before the Passover festival. At 
first this was observed by either 
destroving the ?hamet:. or. if it was 
too valuable to be destroyed. by <ell- 
ing it to a non-Jew (Mishna Pesachim 
2. 1.) We learn, however, from a Tan- 
naitic source (second century) thal a 
Jew on a s€a voyage, where it was 
impossible to buy provisions, could 
sell or give away his chamerz to a 
non-Jewish passenger on the under- 
standing that it would be returned to 
him after Passover. This was per- 
mitted only if the sale or gift was an 
unreserved one (Tosefta Pesachim 
2. 


The Shuichan Aruch 


Later codifiers could see no valid 
reason why a formal sale of this kind 
should be limited to a sea vovage. 
In earlier times such a sale was 
required only in unusual circum- 
stances, but with changed social and 
economic conditions it became 
increasingly difficult to. sell the 
chametz wrhout having it returned 
after the festival. - Consequent!,, in 
the later codes such as the Jur (earls 
fourth century) and the Shulchan 
Aruch (sixteenth century) the formal 
sale is accepted as a valid procedure 
in every case. These codes, however, 
are careful to stress that the sale must 
be absolutely unconditional and 
unqualified (Orah Havim 448, 3.). 

In later centuries, when large num- 
bers of Jews. especially in Poland. 
were engaged in distilling and selling 
Spirits im taverns and inns Dub- 
now's History of the Jews in Poiand 
and Russia, Vol. |. p. 265f). it became 
impossible tor many Jews to remove 
all ther chametz into the possession 
of a non-Jew. Rabbi Joc! Serkes 
(1561-1640) was the first rabbi to 
permit the retention of chamertz by 
the Jew provided that the room in 
which it was kept was sold. I his 
view was accepted by the authorities, 
and certain new features were intro- 
duced. It was impossible, for example. 
to find many non-Jews who could 
afford to pay for al! the chametz they 
bought. so that rabbin'c authorities, 
on the. basis of Talmudic law, 
accepted as valid the payment of a 
small deposi with an agreement to 
pay the remainder. 


Deed of Sale 


In order to avoid any suggestion of 
dishonest evasion. a deed of sale, to 
accompany each sale of chametz. was 
drawn up, even though Jewish law 
does not demand such a deed for the 
transfer of movable property. 

At the beginning of the last cen- 
tury, as a safeguard against the 
invalidation of the sale through ignor- 
ance of the law, it became the custom 
for local rabbis to act as the agents 
of the inhabitants of their town, sell- 
ing their chametz for them. This 
method was adopted by Jews every- 
where and is the practice still in vogue 
to-day. 

Thus we see that the sale of 
chametz has passed through the fol- 
lowing stages: first a simple sale: 
then a sale with an understanding ‘that 
the chametz will be returned after 
Passover : next a formal sale by each 
individual, the chametz remaining in 
the house of the Jew: and finally 
sale by the rabbi or the Beth Din.

ISRAEL 


Negotiating £2,000,000 
Purchases 


From our Correspondent 


DUBLIN 

Members of a trade delegation, which 
arrived in Dublin last week to arrange 
for the export of foodstuffs and other 
goods from Eire to Israel, have spoken 
tO me about the prospects of achieving 
their aims. 

The delegation, which comprises Mr. 
J. A. Brin, Economic Counsellor to the 
Israeli Legation in London, and Mr. M. 
Silversion, of the Angio-Palestine Bank 
(with Mr. Philip Sayers as adviser). 
are’ hopeful of reaching an agreement 
wih the Irish authorities for buying 
goods. over a period. to the value of 
£2,000,000. They are interested in get- 
ting meat (kasher), seed potatoes, cheese, 
and herrings, among other commodities 

Discussions have already been held 
with officials of the departments of 
External. Affairs, Agriculture, and 
Finance, who have shown great interest 
in ihe plans Ihe financial aspect of 
the deais will have io be considered by 
the Irish .Minister for Finance himself. 

It is not yet clear what quantities of 
the various goods (if export is agreed 
upon) will be available. For instance. 
about 90 per cent of Irish meat avail. 
able for export is reserved for Britain. 
The remaining 10 per cent is allocated 
to various Other countries,.and the dele- 
gation hope to Obiain a proportion of 
this 10 per cent for Israel Whether 
seed potatoes will be available. and in 
what quantity. depends on. the harvest 
Cheese, again, depends on butter 
Supplies.

Obituary 
RABBI JOSEPH LEW 


Rabbi Joseph Lew, whose death 
occurred on Sunday, in his 67th year, 
was for 26 years, umil his retirement in 
1950, Rav of the Lincoln Street Syna- 
fosue, Bow (later the Mile End and Bow 

istrict Synagogue). Before his arrival 
in London, about 27 years ago, he was 
rabbi in Warsaw for a number of years. 
in Poland he was a leading figure in the 
Agudas Israel movement, and after the 
First World War represented Polish 
Orthodox Jewry on a mission to this 
country and the United States of 
America. 

Rabbi Lew was the author of * Yalkut 
Yosef.” a midrashic anthology. As a 
preacher he was admired for the depth 
of thought and humanity of his sermons. 

He is survived by his wife, daughters, 
and sons, two of whom are Rabbi Dr. 
M. S. Lew, minister of the Hampstead 
Garden Suburb Synagogue, and Rabbi 

. A. Lew, of the Greenside Congrega- 
uion, Johannesburg. 

The Rev. Dr. J. Raperwowirz, of the 
Dalston Synagogue, writes: “In the 
passing of Rabbi Lew, Angio-Jewry has 
lost a rabbinic scholar of great distinc- 
ion and a man of fine qualities of 
heart and mind. Wuh a keen intellect 
he combined a deep humanity. Biessed 
with the gift of wit and humour, he 
could abways see the brighter side of 
things He was a master of homily, 
and hs interpretations of Bibhcal 
passages were not only attractive but 
also highly poetic.” 


VIR. MORRIS MASON 

The Secretary of the Holy Law Con- 
eregation. Prestwich, Mr BERTRAM 
COHEN, writes: “ Mr. Morris Mason, 
who died recently in Manchester, was 
one of the founders of the Holy Law 
Congregation. established in Cheetham 
in 1901, and held executive positions on 
numerous occasions.

In 1920 he went to Africa 
and was one of the founders, and the 
Treasurer for many years, of the Con- 
gregation Israélite du Katanga at Elisa- 
bethville, in the Beigian Congo. 


Mr. JULES J. SCHNERB, who diced 
recentiv at Fontenay-aux-Roses, Seine. at 
the age of 81. was President ot the 
Antwerp Jewish community from 1934 
until! the outbreak of the war. 


SIR T. COLYER-FERGUSSON 


Mr. Witrrep SamMuet, Chairman of 
the Committee of the Jewish Museum, 
writes: “ Through the death on Saturday 
last. in his 86th year, of Sir Thomas 
Colyer-Fergusson, Bart.,. the Angio- 
Jewish community loses us principal and 
most skilful genealogist. It was in the 
previous century that he firs began to 
take an interest in Anglo-Jewish history 
and to visit cemeteries, copy e¢epHaphs, 
and note down the wills of Jews at 
Somerset House and other probate 
registries. The information thus amassed 
was systematically recorded and, until 
his last illness, Sir. Thomas's collection 
was conscientiousiv amended and aug- 
mented almost daily The resultant 
corpus of information about eighteenth, 
nineteenth. and twentieth-century Jews 
in England was put generously at the 
disposal of all inquirers. Historians like 
Lucien Wolf, Albert Hyamson, and Cecil! 
Roth had frequent recourse to Sir 
Thomas's pedigrees, and so did many a 
plain Jew in search of an ancestor. All 
could count on the greatest he!pfulness 
and courtesy, for Sir Thomas had a high 
regard for Jews and formed many friend- 
ships among our people. His services 
to our community will be sadly missed 
and his memory held in high esteem.” 

Sir Thomas Colyer-Fergusson married 
a daughter of the late Rt. Hon. Arthur 
Cohen. K.C. He was a member of the 
Jewish Historical Society for a long 
period and a member of its Council in 
recent years.

DEARTH OF JEWISH SCHOLARS 


Opportunities for Students 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisn CHRONICLE 
From Mr. RAPHAEL LOEWE 

Sin.—May I endorse the plaint of your 
leading article last week on the dearth 
of Jewish scholarship, and suggest a 
reason for the lacuna here that Mr. 
Nathaniel Jacobs so deplores. The 
root of the trouble is that young men and 
women of intellectual competence are not 
coming forward to apply themselves 
‘to «the study of Oriental scholarship. 
The Semitic faculties in the universities 
of this country are virtually empty: 
vet never were there greater opportunities 
for the encouragement of talent in this 
field. The Government accepted, and 
has implemented, the findings of the 
Roval Commission on Oriental Languages 
presided over by Lord Scarbrough, and 
Treasury studentships are available for 
persons of merit who, being of British 


‘nationality, will undertake to aim al a 


career of teaching and research within 
the British Commonwealth. It ts to be 
stressed that the Treasury’ is believed to 
iterpret the phrase “teaching and 
research somewhat liberally, masmuch 
as linguistic competence can be fruitfully 
applied to ficlds that are not strictly 
academic 

One has, of course, in connection with 
the question of apologetics raised by Mr. 


Jacobs, to issuc a caveat against the 
fallacy that there is a “Jewish” as 
opposed to a “ Christian” scholarship. 


Scholarship is one and disinterested, and 
confessional dichotomy or vesied imterests 


can no more be tolerated in Hebraica 
and Judaica than in mathematics ofr 
physiology Unfortunately, the illusion 


that this schizophrenia is normal in the 
body academic has prevailed too jong, 
im quarters of the community where at 
any rate the ideal of imparuality should 
be accorded recognition. Nevertheless. 
we as Jews have a responsibility for the 
study of our own heritage and chances 
to pursue it that are not so easily avail- 
able to the non-Jew:-since our way of 
life and imstitutions can, and should, 
foster a high degree of interest. in 
Judaism and Jewry within every Jewish 
home 


| suggest that every Jewish entrant to 
a university ought to consider wheihe: he 
or she will devote at least part of the 
time to an actual university course in 
Hebrew or Semutics. Part-time drop- 
ping in” to Hebrew courses is useless to 
the student and exasperating to the 
teacher. Honours courses m Oxtlord 
and Cambridge nowadays can be 
divided. so that one part Hebrew o; 
Semitics can be combined with another 
subject, while for those reading for Pass 
Degrees in a number of subjects at 
provincial universities the problem of a 
curriculum is simpler still, And, 1 repea: 
there are prospects nowadays for gradu. 
ates with a good class. Bu the 
universities are not technical colleges 
and candidates are naturally expected to 
approach their Hebrew studies acadcem). 
cally. to study Judaism and its heriioce 
primarily as a contribution to civilisation 
alongside many other such, and noi a: a 
means to an end, whether that end he 
emigration to Israel, the rabbinate. or he 


abiluy to patter Hebrew and read 
Haarerz: these are reasonable aims in 
themscves. but not the centre of: an 


academic discipline, 

Unfortunately. the majority of Jewish 
students at universities reading othe 
subjects and prepared to devote a |iitle 
time to some dilettante Hebraising are 
unable to appreciate this. The Semiic 
departments at our uMiversitics are cry. 
ing out for competent sixth-formers wiih 
the rudiments of a scholarly training in 
any humane subject. The best prepara- 
tion for the academic study of Hebrew 
and its literature is a sixth-form syllabus 


in classics or modern languages: and 
three years at a wniversity combining 
the continuance of these subjects wiih 


the study of Hebrew or Semitics can 
constitute a hberal education indeed 

One of the things needed to-day a! 
all else is a cadre of people who. bs 
virtue of background and trainine 
capable of appreciating the contribut» 
of Onent and Occident to European 
thought. and of keeping both in pers; 
tive Ihe Jewish community is ai th 
moment scarcely conscious of its respon

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PARIS MEMORIAL TO 
MARTYRED JEWS 


To the Editor of THe Jewisn Curonicie 
From Mr. L. SCHNEERSOHN 


Sin.—We have read the recent letters 
of Mr. Adler, Miss Ethel Greenberg, and 
Mr. Leon Greenman, referring to your 
Paris correspondent’s report on the 
memorial to six million martyred Jews 
to be erected in Paris on our mitiative. 

The first two letters protest at the 
display of such relics as soap manufac- 
tured by the Germans from the fat of 
Jewish bodies, the third one proposes to 
replace these relics by the remains of the 
victims (parts of bones found in Buchen- 
wald). 

We wish to reply to these protests. For 
the present, our project being in a 
preliminary Stage, we are conhned to 
making statements on the principles of a 
memonal to the Jewish martyrs which. 
to our mind, should include a museum 
with the relics of the tragic period of the 
massacre. We suppose that your corres- 
pondents emphasised the soap relic, simply 
as an example. 

The selection of relics to be: displaved 
in the museum will be carried out by a 
special committee charged with the 
planning of the memorial. We shall 
certainly bring the protests to the atten- 


.tion of this committee. But we consider 


that it is NOW premature to discuss the 
particulars-—however important they may 
hbe—before such a commiutice had been 
established.

REARMAMENT OF GERMANY 


Three people, including myself, rose 
to try to bring up points relating to the 
resolution on the rearmament of Ger- 
many, at the recent meeting at Woburn 
House, but the chairman said that there 
was no time for discussion, and anyhow 
“one does not have discussion at pub- 
he meetings.” I should like to protest 
at this somewhat undemocratic pro- 
cedure. The figure which Mr. M. 
Orbach, M.P., gave as representing the 
West German  ~* contribution ” to 
rearmament was for a maximum of 
100,000 men. He quoted a figure of 
60,000 armed police in the Eastern Zone. 
That figure is the number of fully armed 
power police, which Herren Picck and 

Wbricht admit to having now. 
Further, as far as anyone can tell in 
Western Europe, the famed Russian- 
sponsored “ Free German Army,” under 
ex-Nazi General Paulus, has not yet been 
dissolved, Other military forces in Eastern 
Germany are the Stalinist Youth, which are 
being given compulsory military training. 
Rearmament only five years after the end 
of the war is a policy which cannot be 
condemned too strongly But “ is sheer 
hypocrisy to attack the proposed West 
German rearmament, without more 
vehemently remonsiratin against the 
less-publicised but established fact of

ISRAEL’S ECONOMIC 
PROBLEMS 


Mr. I. Mikardo’s Analysis

The State of Israel was deliberately and 
consciously creating ws own economic 
problems, said Mr. lan Mikardo, M.P., 
at a dinner held last week by the West 
London (Bayswater, Chelsea, Hammer- 
smith and Shepherd's Bush) J.P.A. Com- 
mittee at the Savoy Hotel, London. Mr. 
Mikardo added that in terms of the 
economic textbook, the maintenance of 
unrestricted immigration was absolute 
lunacy; but in terms of human considera- 
tion, it was the only justification for the 
Siate of Israel. 

The Berlin air lift had been child's 
play compared with that of “ Operation 
Magic Carpet” (organised to save the 
Yemeni Jews), Mr. Mikardo continued. 
Isracl had an economic problem of the 
most profound gravity. Great Britain 
had never experienced a tenth of the 
problem with which Israel had been faced 
in that connection. 

He went on to assert that unless more 
help from the Diaspora were forthcoming, 
Isracl, in the next three years, would be 
ruined economically. ‘The sum of £4,000 
was raised at the dinner.

THE JEWESS IN HISTORY

“The Jewess in History” was the 
subject of an address (the seventh in the 
series on “Woman in Jewish Life™)

of Army training he has learned that 
duty means equality, and that respon- 
sibility means good citizenship. 

Through the ranks of the Israeli 
Army have passed the vast majority 
of these young people. Were it 
not for the Army they would probably 
have concentrated in_the outskirts of 
the towns and never have been aware 
of the great benefits of being respon- 
sible citizens 

Even after two years of Army 
service the course 1s still not com- 
pleted. For then there come continual 
“ refresher” courses in the form of 
service with the Reserve—and every 
man up to the age of 49 must serve 
in the Israeli Army Reserve. This 
means one day's trajning each month, 
and between two and three weeks of 
contimuous training each year, 

There 1s. in addition, a social aspect 
to this extended service with a small 
unit of the Reserves. This branch is 
based on a territorial conception which 
means that m the ranks the lawyer 
mects his neighbours, the cobbler and 
the dustman, and what ts more they 
wear the same khaki uniform, share 
the same barrack room, and meet on 
the same social level. 

Ihere are thus ample opportunities 
to spread this citizenship course over 
the most active years of a man’s life. 
So it is that the Israeli Army inspires 
in the citizen the deeply rooted and 
lifelong feeling of equality of rights 
as well as equality of responsibilities.

The fourteenth ordinary general mect- 
ing of Ellis and Goldstein, Ltd., was held 
on April 4 at Winchester House, Old 
Broad Street, London, E.C., Mr. SamMuer 
Gotpsrein (Chairman and Joint Man- 
aging Director) presiding. 

The Secretary (Mri. G. W. Freeman, 
F.C.1.8.) having read the notice conven- 
ing the meeting and the auditors’ report, 

The Chairman said: Gentiemen-—-The 
accoums show that the combined profits 
of the company and its subsidiaries for 
the year to November 30, 1950, after 
deducting management remuneration, 
amortisation and depreciation, and pro- 
viding for taxation, amounted to £84,610. 
as compared with £78,722 for the year 
to November 30, 1949. .The industry 
generally experienced difficult 
trading conditions during the greater part 
of the year under review and it is satis- 
factory, therefore, that the profits of our 
own company continued to increase. 

Out of this sum of £84,610 the dividend on 
the Preference shares for the year to December 
31, 1950, and an interim dividend of 25 per 
cent on the Ordinary stock, together absorbing 
£19,662. have been paid and your Board have 
allocated the balance of profit of £64948. to 
reserves. divided as to £52,000 to general reserve. 
as to £5,000 to reser.¢c for pensions, and as to 


£7,948 in an increase in the amount carried 
forward. 


INCREASED RESOURCES 


This increase in the company's retained 
resources of £64.948 compares with £28.12? for 
the previous year and is a result of the Directors’ 
policy in pot recommending a final dividend 
on the Ordinary stock in order to strengthen 
the company's liquid assets in face of the unpre- 
cedented rise in the price of wool and its effect 
on the cost of our raw materials 

You will recall that subsequent to the date 
of these accounts £50,000 of our reserves have 
been capitalised in the form of Participating 
Preference shares. which have been distributed 
credited as fully paid to the Ordinary stock- 
holders. This policy of the Directors was fully 
explained in the circular letter sent to members 
on February 16 last accompanying the notice 
of the extraordinary gencral mecting which was 
duly held on March 12. 1951. Proxies in favour 
of the resolutions recommended by the Board 
were received from ‘413 stockholders represen- 
ting £102,498 of the Ordinary capital, while 


against the resolutions there were only $ proxies - 


representing £458. I would like to express the 
appreciation of my collcagues and myscif at this 
expression of your confidence. 


Turning to the consolidated balance-sheet. the 
book value of freehold and icaschold propertics., 
at £39,529 and £41,570 respectively, are un- 
changed cxcept for the year's depreciation. 
These propertics are periodically valucd and 
on a conservative basis we estimate their market 
value at some £80.000 in excess of the amount 
at which they now stand in our books. Plant 
and machinery at £42,445 and furniture and

On the other side of the balance<sheet the 
sssucd capital of £200,000 has since the date 
of the accounts been increased by £50.000 to 
give effect to the capitalisation of profits and 
the bonus distribution of the Participating 
Prefeftence shares to which I have referred I 
have already dealt with the increase of £64.948 
in revenue reserves The amount set aside for 
future taxation this year is £77,389, against 
£65,384 last year 

The total of current liabilities at £308,756 
compares with £309.190 last year. both trade 
creditors and current taxation being higher. No 
provision has, of course, been made for a final 
dividend on the Ordinary stock. 


CURRENT YEAR'S TRADING 


As — future prospects, up to the end 
of March four months of the current year’s trad- 
ing has taken place and our turnover has been 
very satisfactory. 

It is hardly to be expected that the present 
high level of demand for clothing will continue 
indefinitely. but we are confident that when 
it does fall off the merits of our products and 
ther widespread distribution wiil continue to 
provide for the full utilisation of our productive 
capacity.

cedented rise in the price of wool and its effect

You will recall that subsequent to the date 
of these accounts £50,000 of our reserves have 
been capitalised in the form of Participating 
Preference shares, which have been distributed 
credited as fully paid to the Ordinary stock- 
holders. This policy of the Directors was fully 
explained in the circular letter sent to members 
on February 16 last accompanying the notice 
of the extraordinary gencral mecting which was 
duly held on March 12, 1951.

The fourteenth ordinary general mect- 
ing of Ellis and Goldstein, Ltd., was held 
on April 4 at Winchester House, Old 
Broad Street. Landon, E.C., Mr. SAMUEL 
Gotpsrein (Chairman and Joint Man- 
aging Director) presiding. 

The Secretary (Mi. G. W. Freeman, 
F.C.1.S.) having read the notice conven- 
ing the meeting and the auditors’ report, 

The Chairman said: Gentlemen— 
accoums show that the combined profits 
of the company’and its subsidiaries for 
the year to November 30, 1950, after 
deducting management remuneration, 
amortisation and depreciation, and pro- 
viding for taxation, amounted to £84,610, 
as compared with £78,722 for the year 
to November 30, 1949.

reserves. divided as to £52,000 to general reserve.

£7948 in an increase in the amount catried 
forward. 


INCREASED RESOURCES 


This increase in the company's retained 
resources of £64.948 compares with £28.12? for 
the previous year and is a result of the Directors’ 
policy in not recommending a final dividend 
on the Ordinary stock in order to strengthen 
the company’s liquid assets in face of the unpre- 
cedented rise in the price of wool and its effect 
on the cost of our raw materials 


You will recall that subsequent to the date 
of these accounts £50,000 of our reserves have 
been capitalised in the form of Participating 
Preference shares, which have been distributed 
credited as fully paid to the Ordinary stock- 
holders. This policy of the Directors was fully 
explained in the circular letter sent to members 
on February 16 last accompanying the notice 
of the extraordimary ecnetal mecting which was 
duly held on March 12, 1951. Proxies in favour 
of the resolutions reccommended by the Board 
were received from ‘S13 stockholders represen- 
ting £102,498 of the Ordinary capital, while 
against the resolutions there were only § proxies 
representing £458. 1 would like to express the 
appreciation of my colleagues and myself at this 
expression of your confidence. 


Turning .to the consolidated balance-sheet, the 
book value of frecheld and leaschold properties. 
at £39,529 and £41,570 respectively; are un- 
changed except for the years depreciation. 
These properties are’ periodically valued and 
on @ conservative basis we estimate their market 
value at some £80,000 in excess of the amount 
at which they now stand in our books. Plant 
and machinery at £42,445 and furniture and 
equipment at £22.259 after the depreciation pro- 
vided stand at valucs slightly less than pre- 
viously Trade investments at £12,985 against 
£1,400 have increased by £11,585. A new 
acquisition was made carly in the year designed 
to strengthen further the trading position of a 
subsidiary company. Beneficial results have 
already been experienced in that direction.

On the other side of the balance-sheet the 
sssucd capital of £200,000 has since the date 
of the accounts been increased by £50.000 to 
give effect to the capitalisation of profits and 
the bonus distribution of the Participating 
Preference shares to which I have referred I 
have already dealt with the increase of £64. 948 
in fevenuec reserves. The amount set aside for 


future taxation this year is £77,389, against 
£65,384 last year. 
The total of current liabilities at £308,756 


compares with £309,190 last year, both trade 
creditors and current taxation being higher. No 
provision has, of course, been made for a final 
dividend on the Ordinary stock. 


CURRENT YEAR'S TRADING 


As — future prospects, up to the end 
of March four months of the current year's trad- 
ing has taken place and our turnover has been 
very satisfactory. 

It is hardly to be expected that the present 
high level of demand for clothing will continue 
indefinitely. but we are confident that when 
it does fall off the merits of our products and 
their widespread distribution will continue to 
provide for the full utilisation of our productive 
capacity.

The Knesset is debating the Electoral 
Bill. A proposal to increase the number 
of members from the present 120 to 151 
is the main point of discussion.

COMMUNIST EDITOR ON TRIAL 


Accused of Libelling Mr. 
Ben-Gurion 


Mr. Ben-Gurion, Prime Minister of 
Israel, spent Sunday morning in the 
witness box of a Tel Aviv court, where 
the editor of the Communist paper, Kot 
Ha'amM. was charged with criminal libel 
for calling him a trator.

The editor, conducting his own case, 
said that he was trying to prove that the 
Prime Minister was a “traitor to his 
country” and “an agem of American 
imperialism.” 


Mr. Ben-Gurion refused to answer 
several questions on what the ediior 
called “ the participation of a United 


States intelligence officer in the de!rbera- 
tions of the Israeli Army staff during the 
war. 


The editor named the officer as wy, 
Fred Harris. now stated to be a publishe; 
in the United States, 

Mr. Ben-Gurion said he considered the
